for Blanton, who led the ticket in 
th e first primary. 
A native of Anson, and veteran 


I of Jones County politics, Burleson 
carried eight of the counties and 
scored a landslide In his home 
county, while racking up a lead 
of 2181 in Taylor County, which 
was supposed to determine the 
race. 
Burleson barely got into the 
; run-off, defeating his fellow coun- 
,tian, Ted Miles of Stamford, by 
less than 200 votes. He polled 
8521 votes in the first primary 
as compared with 10,187 for Blan­ 
ton, who halls from Albany and 
Is the son of former congressman 
from the district, Thomas L. B lan­ 
ton Sr.

Says Change Needed 
In Texas Community 
Property Law 


A change is needed in Texas 
community property law in order 
to conserve E lite ri^nts anu to 
avoid heavy Federal inheritance 
tax in case of «’eatn of either 
husband or wifs, a;x*o,ding to the 
report of a tax committee wruch 
has been studying Uu problem, 
Opinions in *h« case as suo- 
mltted by the committee folio as* 
The 
United 
States 
Supreme 
Court in a unanimous decision, 
held that the Federal Estate Tax 
Law 
as applied 
in community 
property states taxing the whule 
of the estate of a community es­ 
tate in case of the death of either 
husband or wife, is valid and con­ 
stitutional. 
According to the best legal ad­ 
vice obtainable the only way to 
avoid such tax upon estates in 
Texas, so the tax will be on half 
of the estate 
(which is owned 
half and 
half) 
Instead of the 
whole, is to make it possible for 
husbands and wives to divide their 
community property This is not 
now possible under Texas statutes. 
To permit sucb a division, some 
legislation is needed. 
It is needless to say that adop­ 
tion of a new law is needed to 
' benefit all married couples in Tex- 
. as. since under Texas law 
all 
I property acquired after marriage 
I is community property.
